F.D.R. Persuades CIO 
President Into 
Acquiescence 


[By the Associated Press] 
There 
were 
indications 
today 
that President Roosevelt had per­ 
suaded the CIO not to persist with 
objections to a federal mediation 
board for handling defense labor 
disputes, and that he would Issue an 
order soon creating such a body. 
Mr. Roosevelt talked it over yes­ 
terday with Philip Murray, CIO 
president. 
Murray would not say 
for publication what conclusion was 
reached, but it became known that 
if the President were determined to 
set up the board the ClQ would 
make no further 
objection 
and 
would co-operate. 
It is understood that the plan 
considered by the President would 
call for the appointment of two 
CIO representatives, two from the 
AFL, four from Industry and three 
from the public. The board would 
be empowered only to seek volun­ 
tary agreements to end defense 
labor disputes. 
Police of Bridgeville, P a, provid­ 
ed protection yesterday while white 
collar employes of the Vanadium 
corporation plant removed materials 
which the office of production man­ 
agement had asserted were vital to 
defense industries. This action fol­ 
lowed rejection of a plea by Sidney 
Hillman, associate OPM director, 
that a CIO union which called a 
strike of 400 workers there agree 
to removal of the materials. 
Mayor F. H. LaGuardia and State 
Mediator Arthur S. Meyer failed to 
bring about a settlement of a CIO 
transport workers u n i o n strike 
which has tied up buses carrying 
875,000 persons daily in New York. 
At Atlantic City, N. J , repre­ 
sentatives of CIO’s amalgamated 
clothing workers and of men’s gar­ 
ment manufacturers failed to agree 
on a union demand for wage in­ 
creases up to 15 per cent and ad­ 
journed

until 
Wednesday. 


’Round About 
Town 
Two English Army officers, on a 
special military 
mission to 
this 
country, toured the Gettysburg Bat­ 
tlefield Saturday afternoon escort­ 
ed by William H. Allison, historian 
at the National Park Service office 
here. 
The two officers, who are on duty 
at Fort George 
Gordon Meade 
Maryland, evinced surprisingly wide 
knowledge of the Battlefield accord­ 
ing to Mr. Allison. "They knew as 
much about the field and what took 
place here in 1863 as I do and re­ 
peatedly interrupted my story to ex­ 
plain intimate details of action be­ 
tween the opposing armies,” Mr. Ai 
lison stated. 
The British officers made a thor 
ough study of this battle in their 
war college course. One of the of­ 
ficers recently commanded an anti 
aircraft battery in London for 41 
consecutive days without suffering 
a casualty in his outfit. 
The distinguished visitors were 
Coloniel L. K. Lockhart and Colonel 
R. L. Taverner, of London, England 
They declined to be interviewed by 
a reporter from The Gettysburg 
Times stating that they were on a 
military mission to this country and 
any information "must come from 
higher sources.” The officers toured 
part of the field before noon, had 
luncheon at the Hotel Gettysburg 
and then resumed the tour in the 
afternoon. 
They left about three 
o’clock for Fort Meade. 


A recent communication from En­ 
sign Murray B. Frazee, U. S. Navy, 
aboard the U.S.S. Du Pont, was ear­ 
marked, literally, "not for publica­ 
tion.”

Several years ago alleged pro- 
nazism of Doctor Hauptmann was 
the subject of extensive inquiry. Al­ 
though he was head of the German 
department at the New Jersey col­ 
lege for the last 14 years, he became 
an American citizen less than two 
years ago.

More Than IOO Pas­ 
sengers Hurt Near 
Pittsburgh 


\By the Associated Press} 
Baden, Pa., March 17 — Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad officials today blamed 
saboteurs for the derailing of a 
crowded passenger train — three of 
whose cars plunged inter the freezing 
waters of the Ohio river — killing 
four persons and injuring more than 
IOO last night. 
E. W. Smith, vice president of the 
railroad, said "all the spikes were 
removed from one rail’’ and the 
wreck was "very definitely caused 
by sabotage." 
The Cleveland-Pittsburgh train, 
carrying 112 passengers and a crew 
of ll, was roaring along at 60 miles 
an hour through a blinding snow­ 
storm when it met disaster near this 
small town about 22 miles northwest 
of Pittsburgh. 
Drop 50 Feet to River----- 
The locomotive jumped the tracks 
and overturned with a terrific crash, 
whipping its four coaches and bag­ 
gage car over a 50-foot embank­ 
ment to the river. Tile baggage car 
and two coaches were partially sub­ 
merged. The other cars lay twisted 
along the river’s edge. 
Screams of the injured — men, 
women and children — rang out 
in an atmosphere made eerie by the 
wind and snow and orange-red glare 
of steel furnaces at mills on the op­ 
posite side of the river. 
Tile least hurt passengers and 
crewmen quickly scrambled to the 
aid of the seriously injured, some 
of whom lay submerged in the icy 
water that flooded the cars. 
Authorities learned of the tragedy 
when an injured passenger, his 
clothes sopping wet and b l o o d 
streaming from his head and arms, 
ran to a Baden residence and had 
a woman telephone police. 
Ambulances rushed to the scene 
from a dozen nearby industrial com­ 
munities, and a relief train soon ar­ 
rived to take many of the injured 
to Pittsburgh hospitals. 
Many Only Slightly Hurt 
Tile casualty list grew rapidly as 
the night went on, but many per­ 
sons were only slightly hurt and 
were released after hospital treat­ 
ment. 
Engineer A. R. Weigle, of Cleve­ 
land, was killed at his post, crushed 
by a mountain of coal flung forward 
from the fuel tender as Hie locomo 
live lurched to a stop. 
His "buddy,” Fireman C. H. Mill­ 
burn, of Alliance, Ohio, who escaped 
with cuts and bruises, remembered 
that a freight train w-as scheduled 
to pass the wreck in a short time 
and might plough through scores of 
injured and dazed passengers wan­ 
dering about the tracks. He quickly 
ran back and flagged the freight to 
a safe stop. 
Other dead were a nine-month-old 
baby and a woman, both unidenti­ 
fied. and Harry Kennedy, 45, a 
P enn\ lvania railroad clerk whose 
body was taken from the smoker 
about five hours after the wreck, 
which occurred at 9:03 p. in. (EST), 
Rescue crews donned hip boots 
aud waded into the submerged cars 
in search of casualties. 
Tile near­ 
est ambulances could approach the 
scene was a muddy road a mile 
away. Injured who could not walk 
were carried there on stretchers 
amid Hie blustery snowfall 
Spike* Removed 
A formal statement by the rail­ 
road said in part: 
“That the train was deliberately 
wrecked was established upon in­ 
vestigation of the truck. All spikes

on both sides had been pulled from 
the outside rail, next to the river. 
One end of the rail, the end facing 
the oncoming locomotive, was mov­ 
ed in 22 inches. The bolts had 
been removed from the splice bars 
which spliced this section of rail to 
the adjoining rails. 
"That the derailment was the re­ 
sult of deliberate action was fur­ 
ther indicated by the fact that the 
end of the section of rail involved 
had been moved 
only 
22 
inches 
from its normal Dosition, 
or 
the 
length of the bend wire, which con­ 
nects the rail sections and carries 
the electric current operating the 
signals. 
“Tile bend wire itself was not dis­ 
turbed and the railroad signal sys­ 
tem was unaffected. The fact that 
the bend wire was undisturbed defi­ 
nitely indicates th at it was intend­ 
ed that the train should get a clear 
signal and run into the 
removed 
rail. 
If the bend wire had 
been 
broken, the train would have been 
stopped by signal before 
running 
over the damaged section.’’ 
The raidroad promised a “full in­ 
vestigation into every angle of the 
case.” 
Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation agents from Pittsburgh en­ 
tered the inquiry. 
The M anhattan Limited rolled 
past the scene 20 minutes earlier 
and railroad officials expressed sus­ 
picion that it m ight have been the 
object of a wreck plot. 
With the curious attention to de­ 
tails often shown by persons under 
stress, Miss Lourene ELsaman, 24, 
of (1904 North Second street) Har­ 
risburg, Pa., noticed the color of a 
man’s pajamas when he was thrown 
from his berth. 
“We were all thrown to the floor,” 
she said. 
“But I noticed the blue 
and white pajamas ” 
Miss Eisaman’s left leg was in­ 
jured. 
Every ambulance in 
Rochester, 
Ambridge, Monaca and Beaver Falls 
was called to the wreck scene. Fire­ 
men from 
Baden, Lettsdale, Ali­ 
quippa and Conway responded to 
a general alarm. 
Members of Red 
Cross chapters from the Rochester- 
New Brighton area aided the in­ 
jured. 
The first batch of injured was re­ 
moved to Rochester, Pa,, hospital. 
When the hospital's facilities oe- 
came crowded, the overflow was tak­ 
en to rooms in the Penn Beaver ho­ 
tel at Rochester. 
Tile greatest number of injured 
was hospitalized in Pittsburgh. 
It was W. L. Ambrose, Beaver 
county detective chief, who called 
in FBI men, after he learned the 
track I lad been tampered with.

Harrisburg, March 17—The legis­ 
lature today headed into a stormy 
week as action was scheduled on la­ 
bor law changes and city charter 
amendments which have stirred up 
controversy in other sessions less i 
sharply divided politically. 
In direct contrast to the debat­ 
able issues of labor and “home rule” 
represented in measures before the 
democratic house and republican 
senate, two bills dealing with de­ 
fense were within sight of the gov­ 
ernor’s desk and seemingly ail paths 
were cleared. 
As the general assembly returned 
for its tenth w'eek, there were these 
activities to be noted both in and 
out of the legislative halls: 
Soil Conservation 
The house agriculture committee 
renewed its study of the expenditure 
of $10,000, earmarked for soil conser­ 
vation w'ork, by the Pennsylvania 
State college extension service. 
Relief Downward 
Relief 
continued 
its downward 
drift, as the state assistance board 
looked hopefully at a new regula­ 
tion increasing the allotments for 
medical treatm ent as an answer to 
delayed payment of doctors serving 
relief patients. 
Modernizing Home Guard 
The defense measures would mod­ 
ernize the “home guard” or Penn­ 
sylvania reserve defense corps, al­ 
ready authorized by acts of 1917 and 
1937 to take the place of the na­ 
tional guard now in federal service, 


and establish a defense council to 
coordinate the state’s efforts with 
those of the nation*. 
Both of the bills already have 
passed the house, and the senate 
scheduled a vote today bn the home 
guard bill which would clear the last 
hurdle for it. Tile defense council 
bill will come up for a vote tomor­ 
row. 
Labor Law Amendments 
The proposed labor law amend­ 
ments have yet to pass the house, 
but democratic floor leader Leo A. 
Achterman of Monroe was opti­ 
mistic that they would get to the 
senate by Wednesday. 
One bill 
wipes out the exceptions a repub­ 
lican assembly in 1939 wrote into 
the law prohibiting courts from is­ 
suing injunctions against strikes, 
without full trial. 
Deadline for Women’s Work 
The other measure w'ould make 
IO p. rn., instead of midnight, the 
deadline for women employed in j 
manufacturing plants. 
The 
1939: 
legislature fixed the midnight hour 
after the 1937 democratic session 
originally made it IO p. rn. 
Both of these bills were coolly re­ 
garded by the republican majority 
in the senate, and Senator James A. 
Geltz, the GO.P. floor leader, called 
the 
anti-injunction 
amendments 
political “demagoguery.” 
The situation was reversed on the 
home rule, or charter changing bill, 
which originated in the senate, and 
if passed there must get by a pre­ 
ponderant democratic house bloc. 
It would permit cities to rewrite 


their charters and, among other 
things, set up a city manager. The 
league of third 
class cities has 
opposed the measure. 
Counties Money From Gas Tax 
Municipalities 
would 
share 
in 
$15,000,000 allocated to the depart­ 
ment of highways from the motor 
license fund on a basis of 65 per 
cent on their mileage and 35 per 
cent on their population. 
Instead of the half-cent per gal­ 
lon from the liquid fuels tax now 
allocated to counties, one measure 
provides for a flat amount of $7,- 
500,000 
Sponsors of the bills say 
that the flat am ount will give the 
counties “as much, or slightly more” 
money than they are now getting. 
The measures, said one of the 
sponsors, look to “increased busi­ 
ness'’ to finance the program. 
He 
said 
the 
highways 
department 
would still have sufficient funds to 
go ahead with its own highway pro­ 
gram for the biennium.

John L. Finafroek 
John L. Finafroek, 69, former su­ 
perintendent 
of 
Franklin 
county 
schools, died Saturday afternoon at 
2:30 o’clock at his home in Mercers­ 
burg after a several months’ illness 
which had its inception in a stroke. 
Finafroek retired from the county 
superintendency in 1934 after be­ 
ing connected with the school of 
Franklin county as teacher or ad­ 
ministrator for forty-six years. 
A son of George and Leah Fina- 
frock, he was born December 16, 
1871, near Franklin Furnace, Frank­ 
lin county. 
He taught in the rural 
schools of the county early in his 
teaching career, and was principal 
of the schools of Mercersburg for 
many years. He became first assist­ 
ant county superintendent of Frank­ 
lin county schools in 1915, being ap­ 
pointed to the position by the then 
Superintendent L ., E. Smith. 
He 
held the position for seven years, 
and in April, 1922, was elected coun­ 
ty superintendent.

He was a recognized authority on 
Franklin county history, and an ac­ 
tive member of the Kittochtinny 
Historical society.

Delay To Be Cut Down 
in “Healing Arts” 
Cases 
FOR SALE GENERAL 
[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg, March 17 — The state 
looked today to an increase in the 
rates allowed for medical service for 
each person on relief to cut down 
the delay in paying physicians and 
others in the “healing' arts" — long 
a complaint of m e d i c a l m e n 
throughout the state. 
A new order went into effect a 
month ago after a meeting of the 
state board of assistance, increasing 
the allowance from 20 cents to 35 
cents per person on any form OI 
n lief. 
“'rile state healing arts committee 
has agreed that this increase would 
virtually do away with the necessity 
of pro-rating bills in each county, 
thus eliminating delay and giving 
the physician, dentist or nurse more 
money,” said a spokesman for the 
public assistance department. 
Protest From Physicians 
Physicians and others have pro­ 
tested that their bills are unpaid for 
six months at a time, and when pay­ 
ment Is made, only a small fraction 
is received. 
Tile department explained that it 
allowed 20 cents for each of the 
approximately 625,000 persons on all 
types of relief rolls. 
Each county 
was allowed its ratio of this amount, 
roughly estimated at $125,000. 
The healing arts bill were taken 
by a committee of local medical 
representatives, serving without pay, 
and the total allowance for the 
month was spread around on a pro­ 
rated basis. 
Fixed Charges 
With an allowance of 35 cents per 
person, or a statewide total of $218,- 
950, the mqpey divided in each 
county would more nearly approxi­ 
mate the original bills of the pro­ 
fessional 
people, 
the 
department 
said. 
Physicians, 
for 
instance, 
have 
these fixed charges: $2 for a house 
visit, $1 for an office visit, $25 for a 
maternity case. 
Pharmacists, because their bills 
represent actual cash outlays by 
them, are paid first,

“An interesting fact in the life of 
the proprietor appears by his will, 
namely, that he was a slave holder, 
as he bequeaths his one slave to 
his wife. 
Slavery came to an end 
in Pennsylvania in 1820 and the 
proprietor m ust have been among 
the last ow'ners of slaves in the 
county. 
Daughter of Slave Girl 
“This slave, Sidney, was a young 
m ulatto girl at the time of the death 
of the proprietor, and lived many

Vitamins Are 
In Vogue; Let’s 
Get the Facts 


In recent years, the term “vita­ 
min* has become a household word. 
To nearly everyone it means vim, 
vigor, vitality, and all that goes with 
good health. What are these vita­ 
mins anyhow? What is the story 
back of them? 
The existence of certain uniden­ 
tified substances having superior 
nutritive properties was suspected 
long, long ago. As early as 1500 
B.C., Egyptians and Chinese hit on 
the discovery that eating livers 
would improve one’s vision in dim 
light. Today we know that the liver 
supplied vitamin A, recognized as 
a protective food factor for night 
vision. About 1720, Kramer, an Aus­ 
trian physician, found that when 
certain fresh foods, such as vege­ 
tables and fruits, were added to 
the diet of persons suffering from 
scurvy, this disease was cured. To­ 
day we know that these foods sup­ 
plied vitamin C. These and other 
instances of earlier times afford an 
interesting background to our pres­ 
ent knowledge of vitamins. 
Word Coined 28 Years Ago 
It was only 28 years ago that the 
word “vitamin” was coined. And 
since that time, the nation has be­ 
come “vitamin-conscious.” Scores of 
scientists are engaged in vitamin 
research. New discoveries are being 
made, and the subject has aroused 
such interest, that the public last 
year spent about $75,000,000 for vi­ 
tamin products in drug stores. 
For a long while, vitamins were 
looked upon as something quite mys­ 
terious. Today, although there is 
still considerable mystery, a great 
deal is known about them. 
Several Kinds of Vitamins 
We know' there are several kinds 
of vitamins, and that each has its 
own specific function in the body. 
They help children to grow, give 
endurance and stamina, stimulate 
appetite, build body resistance, and 
have other values. Taken into the 
human body, they act somew'hat like 
the ignition spark in an automobile. 
Outstanding among recent dis­ 
coveries are those of Dr. C. A. El- 
vehjem of the University of Wis­ 
consin. He found, in studying the B 
vitamins, that meat is the richest 
source of these important factors.

WOOLEN HOSE 
NEED CAREFUL WASHING 
Wash your woolen hose quickly 
in lukewarm. mildly soapy water. 
Rinse in clear water of the same 
temperature. Squeeze out excess wa­ 
ter or pat it out with a towel. Never 
wring or twist woolen hose, as the 
fibers might break. Lay the hose on 
a soft towel to dry. Never place 
directly over heat, or the hose will 
become harsh and shrink.
